COMMENTED UPON.

Wasurneron, D. C., Aug. 8.— The failure 
of ex-Senator George Spencer to appear as a 
witness in the star-route case excites much 
severe comment here.

BLACKBURN ON THE WITNESS-STAND., 
Io the Western Associated Press.

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
FAIRFIELD, III., Aug. %—The result of the 

Forty-fourth Republican Legislative Con- 

vention which nominated candidates at Ol- 

ney Aug. 1 was faithfully and truthfully tel- 

egraphed Tux Tripune. At that time, how- ; 
ever. the manner in which the result of the 
convention would be received could not be 
properly estimated. The opposition was in- 
deed very strong from the first. It was hoped 
by Republicans having the good of the party 
at heart that this ill-feeling would soon 
abate, but each sueceeding day has added 
more strength to the almost universal dissat- 
isfaction, and rendered the unjust actions of 
the perpetrators of this political outrage 
more apparent. Before proceeding farther it 
should be understood that in January, 1881. 
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orésided Was ot exciting. The Hon. Will- 
iam C. Ries. of Oquawka, the present County 
Judge, Was fénominated by acclamation. 
Judge Riee has held this office for the past 
For County Commissioner, 
David W. MeCartney, of Walnut Grove, was 
nominated. Henderson is one of the few 
counties without township organization. 
Tue rest of the ticket is as follows: 
County Clerk, G. F. W. Froehlich, 
present incumbent; Treasurer, A. B. Hamill;

Cullom for) giving 
Robinson his lucrative appointmen§ but do 
not indorse the latter gentleman in his efforts 
to make this district solid fer Cullom, and 
hazarding the best interests of the party in so 
doing. specialiy do they fail to indorse 
himin his unjust treatment of Edwards 
County in the District Convention. The coun- 
ties composing this district, and che number 
of delegates to each, are as follows: Wayne, 
10; Clay, 8; Edwards, 6; Richland, 8. 
Despite almost unanimous dissension, 
Robinson was allowed to select and control 
Wayne's delegation, and Senator Tanner did 
likewise in Clay. It is plain to be seen that 
the combined vote of Wayne and Clay would 
rule the convention. According to custom, 
Riehland and Edwards’ Counties were en- 
titled to the nominees. This being conceded, 
the delegates of Richland County were in- 
structed for Wiliiam E. Alcorn, and those of 
Edwards for William T. Buckley, Doth men 
of acknowledged ability and integrity. As 
Alcorn atid Buckley were understood to be 
anti-Cullom men, or at least refused to 
pledge their support to him, they were both 
rejected by Clay and Wayne, , after sev- 
eral deceptive ballots. W. G. Carrothers, of 
Wayne, and Henry Studer, of Richland, were 
nominated by the votes of Wayne and Clay, 
according to previous arrangement. Thus 
Edwards, the only Republican county in the 
district, was deprived of a representation. 
Republicans in this county and Ed wards are 
strong in their opposition to Robinson and his 
Cullom ticket. Political courtesy demanded 
that the instructions of Clay and Richland be 
recoguized, but all was violated in Cullom's 
interest. Those who were hopeful that op- 
position would soon cease now see such will 
not be the case, and that inevitable defeat 
awaits one of the candidates. ‘The nominees 
are not particularly objectionable, but it is 
presuming too much to think they can secure 
anything near the party vote. The Repub- 
lican majority is only about 300. Democrats 
are considering the propriety of nominating 
two Democrats and placing an independent 
Republican on their ticket.

A New Candidate for Congressional 
Honors in the Eighth Mliinols.

Orrawa, III., Aug. 8—A new candidate 
has entered the field against the Hon. Will- 
jam Cullen, present member, for Congres- 
sional honors in the Eighth District, in the 
person of Henry Mayo, Esq., who represents 
the stalwart faction of the Kepublican party 
that faction which so s*renuously opposed 
Mr. Cullen two years ago, with the Hon. 
Wor:hington Bushnell as candidate. It was 
thought for some time that Mr. Bushnell 
would again try issues with Mr. Cullen, but 
he has recently declined to make the can- 
vass. Mr. Mayo has now been 
brought out by the same element, and 
wul unquestionably receive a considerable 
support in La Salle County, where he is well 
known, having held the position of County 
and Prosecuting Attorney for several years. 
lt is expected he will also serve to conciliate 
the disaffected German vote, which in this 
city took offense at Mr. Cullen for his ap- 
pointment of Postmaster. On the other 
hand, Mr. Cullen appears to be leaving his 
iuterests wholly with the people, for he has 
been in close attendance on the sessions of 
Congress since its convening in December 
last. He evidently prefers that active 
work on the floor of the Ilouse 
sball be his recommendation than any 
attempt to “fix his fences” in the 
District. Mr. Cullen certainly deserves some 
consideration for this, and especially for the 
earnest work done in behalf of the Henne- 
yin Canal and improvement of the Illinois 
River—bath measures Of not only- local but 
National importance, Itis quite probable the 
Congressional Convention will be called 
early next month in this eity, and it is also 
probable that unless the nomination be ten- 
dered Mr. Cullen some of the other counties 
may come forward with a candidate suf- 
ficiently strong to secure the prize. 


Marsh Gets the Solid Delegation of Me- 
neugh County.

Gov. St. John, of Kansas, Sure of a He- 
nomination.

TorxkA. Ks., Aug. 8.— Many of the dele- 
gates to the Republican State Convention ar- 
rived today, and the remainder will be in on 
the night trains. The convention meets at 4 
o’elock tomorrow afternoon. Of the 372 del- 
egates Gov. St. John will have nearly 300, 
leaving but seventy-two to be divided among 
the anti-third-term candidates. Lieut.-Gov. 
Finney will probably be renominated, as will 
also Associate-Justice Brewer. The fight 
for Secretary of State is between James 
Smith, the present incumbent, and Capt. 
Focks, of Sumner County, with chances in 
favor of Smith. A spirited contest is being 
waged for Auditor of State, with five candi- 
dates in the field. There are also several 
candidates for Treasurer, including the pres- 
ent incumbent, who has made so acceptable 
an ofheer that his renomination is probable. 
There is a good feeling among the various 
aspirants, the only lack of harmony being 
between the Prohibition and Aunti-Prohibi- 
tion factions.

ATCHISON, Kas., Aug. 8.—The Republican 
State Convention to nominate officers meets 
tomorrow in ‘Topeka. All the delegates ex- 
cept from four small counties, casting in the 
aggregate five votes, have been elected and 
classified as to their preferences for Gov- 
ernor. The classification shows 284 for St. 
John and seventy-three for the combined op- 
position. The opposition delegates come 
from the Counties of Atebison, Burton, 
Cheyenne, Coffey, Chase, Decatur, Doug- 
lass, Doniphan, Edwards, Ellis. Greenwood, 
Johnson, Jefferson, Linn, Marshall, Nemaha, 
Norton, Pottawatomie, Rawlins, Russell, 
and Rooks. In some of the counties named 
St. John has part of the delegates, and it 
is claimed that he is second choice 
of the delegates from others, they 
having been instructed for local favorits. 
It is certain St. John will receive four votes 
in the convention to one for the combined 
opposition. He has carried three-fourths of 
the counties in the face of the fact that the 
press and the politicians and party machin- 
ery have all been opposed to him. The party 
finds itself in a desperate condition. It has 
trampled underfoot the unwritten law 
against a third term. It has relegated to 
political oblivion its oldest, best, purest, and 
ablest leaders. It has ignored all but one 
cardinal doctrine In its political faith—that 
of prohibition. It has made a saint of a man 
who possesses no remarkable. ability, and 
who has ridden into notoriety and power on 
a hobby. It has driven from its fold thou- 
sands of its best members and depleted its 
strength at home.

Porter and Maj. Calkins are also mentioned. 
The enforced absence of Senator Harrison is 
mentioned with regret on all sides, as he was 
to have presided over the coavention if pres- 
ent. As to the platform, the universal senti- 
ment is that it shall squarely favor the 
submission of all pending con- 
stitutional amendments at a special elec- 
tion without saying anything about their 
merits, that question not being now in issue, 
But if any one desires to discuss prohibition 
in the convention they will have the fullest 
liberty to do so, and will not be choked by 
the application of the gag law. Judge E. B. 
Martindale, of this city, will probably be the 
Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions. 
The district meetings tonight were largely 
attended.

Party.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Aug. 7.—Ex-Congress- 
man J. M. Leach today publishes an open 
letter here publicly withdrawing frem the 
Democratic party. In this he says: “I shall 
cease longer to act with the Democratic 
party, or give the feeble influence of my 
name in further promotion of its success, 
and Imay add that there are thousands of 
true patriots who, inmy opinion (and I speak 
not without knowledge of what I say), will 
be influenced by the same reasons that now 
impel my action.“ 

Again in his letter Gen. Leach says: “I 
should continue to act with the Democratic 
party if the same causes that first impelled 
me to do so stil) existed, and if the party was 
progressive and patriotic enough to free 
itself of Bourbonism by yielding to the per- 
sistent demand for a restoration to popular 
rights in the County Governwents,”’ 

After touching upon the local issues of the 
County Government in which, he opposes the 
Democrats, Gen. Leach continues: En- 
gerndering a new strife and ili-feeling be- 
tween the races, thereby seemingly encour- 
aging sectionalism, too much to be deplored 
by all who desire to see the grand old Com- 
monwealth grow prosperous, and see peace, 
harmony, and faternal feeling restored be- 
tween every State in this glorious Union. 
The great dominating Anglo-American race 
will always rule in America, but while thisis 
80 itis not stating the question too strongly 
to assert that the sublimest mission of hu- 
manity as weill as the highest statesmanship 
should be exerted in lifting up the country 
and elevating the laboring classes of 
both races to a higher plane, mental and 
moral, of superiority. I rejoice that not an 
inch of this land of freedom is polluted by 
the tread ot a slave. I rejoice that this great 
Union is restored, in fact, as 1 trust it soon 
will be, by a feeling of National pride and 
fraternal love throughout its broad borders, 
and thus will seetionalism have to yield to an 
ardent love of country. Then will the South 
receive her just measure of control in the 
affairs of the National Government; then will 
North Carolina have a chance for President, 
Cabinet officers, Supreme Court Judge, For- 
eign Minister, or possibly President ot the 
United States.” 

Leach has heretofore been a prominent 
Democrat, and is one of the most active can- 
8 and stump orators in North Caro- 

ina. 


Action of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee of New Kork. 

SARATOGA, N. V., Aug. 8&—The meeting 
of the Democratic State Committee today at- 
tracted a large attendance from all sections 
of the State. The following resolutions were 
adopted: 

That, while this committee neither possesses 
nor will attemptto exercise any control over 
the methods by whichdelegates to the ensuing 
State Convention may be chosen in any Asem- 
bly district in this State, and while it receg- 
nizes the supremp power of the convention to 
pass upon the tit of delewates to seats therein. 
we neverthelesg express our earnest de- 
sire that but one delegation, and that 
fully represeatative in its character, may be 
sent to such convention to represent each As- 
sembiy district in this State. We therefore re- 
spectfully appeal to all men in this State pro- 
fessing to be Vemocrats or sympathizing with 
our purposes and desiring victory in the ele«c- 
uuon to use all honorable means to secure such 
result. To this end we respectfully advise such 
electors to unite in the same primaries or 
caucuses at a place and time to be designated by 
the Assembly district organization whose dele- 
gates were recognized by and udwitted to th: 
State Convention of 1881. and that the caucuses 
or primaries thus convened spall select their 
own officers and appoint their own tellers of 
election by vote of the electors there assembled. 


The following form of a call for the State 
Convention was adopted: 

The Democratic electors of the State of New

Jefferson County will undoubt- 
edly cast her vote solid for Mr. Caswell, the 
present member from the Second District, 
that county having been added to the First 
District under the new apportionment, but 
Mr, Caswell, being a warm personal friend 
of Williams, will use his influence for him 
after receiving the indorsementof his county.

OBITUARY. 


George Van Bollen. 

George Van Hollen, whose death was men- 
tioned in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, was a native 
of Holland, and settled in Chicago over twen- 
ty-five years ago. For several years he was 
in the meat business on the West Side. He 
took an active part in politics, on the Repub- 
lican side, and, being popular among the 
Germans, soon ca to the front. Some 
years before the great fire he was a member 
of the Board of Health; in 1871 he was 
elected City Collector, and reélected in 187: 
on the People’s ticket, A. L. Morrison being 
his rival for the office. During the memor- 
able controversy between Mayor Colvin and 
Mr. Thomas Hoyne, who claimed to 
elected Mayor, Mr. Van Hollen continued to 
hold the office of City Collector. Rumors 
were afloat which reflected upon his char- 
acter. It was said he lost large sums in 
gambling-houses. No investigation of Van 
llollen’s accounts was demanded, though in 
October,1875, Mr. Hayes, the City Controller, 
had the Collector's books for his first term 
examined, without finding an irregularities, 
and the investigation was dropped. On May 
10, 1876, at night, George Van Hollen left 
town. The books were examined, and it was 
found that between $120,000 and $125,000 had 
beep taken. Van Hollen's plan was 
this. lle permitted emptoyés in his 
department to draw money from 
the cashier in advance 0 their 
salaries, and give tiekets or receipts in re- 
turn. Ile took advantage of this tustom, 
drawing often 8500 atatime. The Cashier 
„supposed the money was restored when Van 
lollen made deposits with the City Collect- 
or. He also enriched himself by takme 
taxes paid to him outside his office. It is 
presumed that he at first intended to use the 
inoney and finally restore it to the city. 
Van Hollen was very liberal, and careless 
with money. Little is known of his gam- 
bling, but his speculations ended badly. He 
ran a brewery at Naperville, Which was not 
successful. His salary as City Collector was 
$4,000, but the duties of the office were 
greater than they. are now. After 
leaving the city Van Hollen lived in Ham- 
ilten, Can. He could not be extradited. 
He returned to Chicago after several years 
on a promise of immunity if he would testify 
agamst William Vocke, who, as Receiver 
of the Germania Insurance Company, was 
charged with turning in receipts given by 
Van Hollen for $6,000 taxes. -Van Hollen 
returned, but refused to give the testimony, 
and this action offended many of his friends. 
He was kept in jail several months and at 
last released- on bail. He tried the meat 
business again and failed, and last year 
opened a saloon on West Indlana street, 
near Elizabeth, where he has since lived 
with his family—a wife and four children. 
For several months he suffered with con- 
sumption, and his life since his return has 
been a constant struggle. He took an act- 
ive part in the election last spring. Ike died 
at No. 572 West Ohio street in his 49th year. 
In his younger days George Van III 
wrote several plays, which were said to pos- 
sess merit. 


Gen. G. XK. Warren, V. 8. A. 

Newrorrt, R. I., Aug. S.— Gen. G. K. War- 
ron, U. S. A., died at his residence in this 
city tonight. He had been confined to his 
bed less than a week, but for a long time, 
especially since the close of the recent court 
of inquiry relative to his conduct at the bat- 
tle of Five Forks, he has shown signs of 
reat mental depression. The deceased 
eaves a widow and three small children. 
Iie has réided here since the close of the 
War, and has been in charge of the United 
States Engineer Department for the New 
England District. Gen. Warren was in a 
comatose state several hours before his 
death. Arrangements for the funeral will 
be made tomorrow. 


L. A. Thomas, a Prominent Citizen of 
Dubuque. ia.

DusvevkE, Ia., Aug. &—L. A. Thomas, one 
of the oldest residents of Dubuque, anda 
man who has been identified with many 
public events, died at an early hour this 
morning after a brief illness, aged 74 years.

During the War 
himself and wife were very active in raising 
supplies for the troops, and were rominent 
members of the Sanitary Commission.

HBuslness-Men Confident of Great Crops 
in Minnesota and Dakota.

Sr. Paut, Minn., Aug. 8,—Representatives 
of St. Paul jobbing-houses who have re- 
ceived full erop reports from their commer- 
cial-travelers say that all the reports they 
have lately received justify the assertion that 
the wheat crop in their trade-sections will be 
greater than ever before known. They state 
that all the letters received from their trav- 
eling-men announce that in every section the 
crop is growing finely, is looking well, and 
will yield liberally to the acre. They say 
that the rust reported is very small in extent 
and is hardly worth mentioning, and will 
have no appreciable effect in diminishing the 
total yield. The Red River Valley they say 
will turn out handsomely in spite of the few 
wet spots. After three or four years of poor 
crops in Southern Minnesota the yield will 
astonish those interested. These reports are 
illustrated by tne fact that they are selling 
goods freely everywhere, which they wouid 
not do if the trop in their opinion and under 
their observation were likely to be limited or 
deteriorated in value. All the letters from 
the commercial travelers are quite en- 
thusiastic and most hopeful in char- 
acter. All agree that if nothing un- 
foreseen happens within a week or 
ten days the general prosperity of the coun- 
try is assured. The writers have been 
studiously observant, and have directed 
special attention to the matter with the re- 
sult as above stated.

Further Particulars of the Explosion 
on the Steamer Golddust, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne, 

Carro, III., Aug. 8.— The steamer City of 
Alton arrived here at noon today, having on 
board sixty-three of the passengers and crew 
of the ill-fated Golddust. The wounded 
were lying on mattresses on the floor of the 
cabin, and presented a piteous sight. One of 
them was a negro. While the Alton was 
lying at the wharf-boat four of the wounded 
were put off here and moved to the Marine 
Hospital. Nocauseis known for the ex- 
plosion. Engineer Bowers had been on 
watch two hours, and knows that the water 
was up to the upper gagecock, and the steam 
gage only registered 140 pounds of steam.

Ex-Congressman Leach, of North Caro- 
iina, Withdraws from the Democratic 
Party.

Chauncey I. Filley Throws Up the Re- 
pubiican Sponge in Missouri. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 8.—Chauncey I. Fil- 
ley, Chairman of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee, has prepared a forty-page 
pauiphiet addressed to the Republicans of 
Missouri, giving his reasons why the Repub- 
licans 1 not put a State ticket in the 
field at the coming election. ‘The document 
gives a general review of the po- 
litical history of Missouri for several 
years past, the attitude of various prominent 
Republicans on leading questions, accom- 
panied by tables showing the number of

OBITUARY. | 


George Van Hollen. 

George Van Hollen, whose death was men- 
tioned in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, was a native 
of Holland, and settled in Chicago over twen- 
ty-five years ago. For several years he was 
in the meat business on the West Side. He 
took an active part in politics, on the Repub- 
lican side, and, being popular among the 
Germang, soon ca to the front. Some 
years before the great fire he was a member 
of the Board of Health; in 1871 he was 
elected City Collector, and reélected in 1873 
on the People’s ticket, A. L. Morrison being 
his rival for the office. During the memor- 
able controversy between Mayor Colvin and 
Mr. Tuomas Hoyne, who claimed to 
elected Mayor, Mr. Van Hollen continued to 
hold the office of City Collector. Rumors 
were afloat which reflected upon his char- 
acter. It was said he lost large sums in 
gambling-houses. No investigation of Van 
Hlollen’s accounts was demanded, though in 
October,1875, Mr. Hayes, the City Controller, 
had the Collector's books for his first term 
examined, without finding an irregularities, 
and the investigation was dropped. On May 
10, 1876, at night, George Van Hollen left 
town. The books were examined, and it was 
found that between $120,000 and $125,000 had 
been taken. Van Hollen’s plan was 
this. lle permitted emptfoyés in his 
department to draw money from 
the cashier in advance of their 
sularies, and give ticketa or receipts in re- 
turn. Ile took advantage of this custom, 
drawing often 8500 atatime. The Cashier 


„supposed the money was restored when Van 


llollen made deposits with the City Collect- 
or. He also enriched himself by taking 
taxes paid to him outside his office. It is 
presumed that he at first intended to use the 
money and finally restore it to the city. 
Van Hollen was very liberal, and careless 
with money. Little is known of his gam- 
bling, but his speculations ended badly. He 
ran a brewery at Naperville, which was not 
successful. His salary as City Collector was 
$4,000, but the duties of the office were 
greater than they are now. Akte 

leaving the city Van Hollen lived in Ham- 
ilton, Can. He could not be extradited. 
He returned to Chicago after several years 
on a promise of immunity if he would testify 
djgamst William Voeke, who, as Receiver 
of the Germania Insurance Company, was 
charged with turning in receipts given by 
Van Hollen for $6,000 taxes. -Van Hollen 
returned, but refused to give the testimony, 
and this action offended many of his friends. 
He was kept in jail several months and at 
last released-on bail. He tried the meat 
business again and failed, and last year 
opened a saloon on West Indiana street 
near Elizabeth, where he has since lived 
with his family—a wife and four children. 
For several months he suffered with con- 
sumption. and his life since his return has 
been a constant struggle. He took an act- 
ive part in the election last spring. Le died 
at No. 572 West Ohio street in his 49th year. 
In his younger days George Van Holi: 
wrote several plays, which were said to pos- 
sess merit.

Newponrt, R. I., Aug. 8.—Gen. G. K. War- 
ren, U. S. A., died at his residence in this 
city tonight. He had been confined to his 
bed less than a week, but for a long time, 
especially since the close of the recent court 
of inquiry relative to his conduct at the bat- 
tle of Five Forks, he has shown signs of 
reat mental depression.

He has r Sided here since the close of the 
War, and has been in charge of the United

of St. Paul jobbing-houses who have re- 
ceived full erop reports from their commer- 


cial-travelers say that all the reports they 
have lately received justify the assertion that 
the wheat crop in their trade-sections will be 
greater than ever before known. They state 
that all the letters received from their trav- 


eling-men announce that in every section the 


crop is growing finely, is looking well, and 
will yield liberally to the acre. They say 
that the rust reported is very smallin extent 
and is hardly worth mentioring, and will 
have no appreciable effect in diminishing the 
total yield.

‘The writers have been 
studiously observant, and have directed 
special attention to the matter with the re- 
sult as above stated.

Further Particulars of the Explosion 
on the Steamer Golddust, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne. 

Carro, III., Aug. 8.— The steamer City of 
Alton arrived here at noon today, having on 
board sixty-three of the passengers and crew 
of the ill-fated Golddust. The wounded 
were lying on mattresses on the floor of the 
cabin, and presented a piteous sight. One of 
them was a negro. While the Alton was 
lying at the wharf-boat four of the wounded 
were put off here and moved to the Marine 
Hospital. Nocauseis known for the ex- 
plosion. Engineer Bowers had been on 
watch two hours, and knows that the water 
was up to the upper gagecock, and the steam 
gage only registered 140 pounds of steam. He 
had started to go into the blacksmith-snop 
just a few moments before the explosion. 
Pilot Ed Gray and son were at the wheel.

TWO SHARP REPORTS 
and saw the entire front of the hurricane 
roof raise up, and then both exclaimed, “ The 
boilers have exploded!” Before the pilot 
house settled down on the ruins one of the 
boilers had gone off endways, one end stick- 
ing up through the cabin floor, and another 
lay across the boat, one end resting on each 
engine. It is not known how the 
third boiler was situated. Miss 
Hilda Smith was also in the 
pilot-house. Mr. Gray got her and his son 
out, and afterwards assisted his brother Lem 
out of the wreck. Lem had both hands and 
feet and one leg badly burned. He had

ferred by A. B. Sharpe. 


The Officer’s Own Testimony 
Promptly Condemns Him. 


Chief-of-Police Doyle Adminis- 
ters a Speedy Verdict, 


And “ Previous” Policemen Will Here- 
after Be More Careful. 


The investigation into the charges brought 


Patrick O’Brien and Stationkeeper Hogan 
was made last evening by Acting-Chief-of- 
Police Austin Doyle in the room of the day 
squad. There was a large audience of inter- 
ested spectators present. 

The examination of Mr. St. Leger took a 
long time, and Mr. Storey, who did the cross- 
questioning, endeavored to place the witness 
rather than the officers on trial. Mr. Doyle 
endeavored to be fair and succeeded in doing 
so, but Mr. Storey did his best to betog every- 
thing so as to place his clients in the light of 
martyrs, and to prevent others in the future 
from prosecuting policemen who might take 
a delight in abusing inoffensive citizens or 
arrest and insuit unprotected ladies.

From 
the time that Mr. Storey took the witness on 
the cross he aimed to make the investigation 
a farce by throwing innuendoes at the wit- 
ness, which even Mr. Doyle had to check at 
times. 

Anthony B. St. Leger was s worn and testi- 
fied that he was employed as supp ly clerk by 
the Phenix Insurance Company between five 
and six years.

Vicker’s Theatre Wednesday evening with 
the lady and went around to the office, 
No. 160 La Salle street.

* You’ll fimd out if you don’t take care of 
her.“ The policeman then walked over to 
where Pinkérton’s officer was standing.

TEE FAILURE OF THE LABORERS’ STRIKE. 

The strike of the freight-hanulers in New 
York collapsed Monday, and the men made 
application for reémployment. The num 
ber of men enrolled as members of the or- 
ganization joining in the strike was 1,500. 
These men were receiving at the time of the 
strike 15 cents au bour, equal when fully 
eniployed to $1.50 per day of ten hours. In 
striking they demanded 20 cents per hour, 
which being refused they left the freight- 
houses, and remained idle about eight weeks. 
The financial outcome of the strike is thus 
summed up: Loss of wages by the 1,800 
men while out of employ and idle 
$140,000, less $15,000 contributed by other 
labor associations and by sympathizers; net 
loss of unearned wages, $125,000, During 
this time, the railway companies employed 
numbers of Italians, Hebrews, and others to 
take the place of the strikers, and paid them, 
possibly, $75,000, being that much earned by 
persons who otherwise would have earned 
nothing; and the strikers themselves spent 
a portion of their funds to pay some of the 
Italians to abandon their work for the, rail- 
ways. The only gainers by the strike, "in a 
pecuniary way, are the men who have been 
employed as substitutes for the strikers; 
whatever sums these received have been 
clear gain, because had there been no strike 
these men would have had no employment 
and no wages at all. 

It is a question yet to be determined whether 
the workmen who have been on strike will 
find reémployment at even their old wages. 
Ilow far the railway companies will take 
them back and how far retain the men now 


: at work is yet to be decided; but, assuming 


that they are all reémployed, the loss to the 
men as a body and individually is a severe 
and eruel one. Distributing the 8140. 000 loss 
of wages among the 1,800 men, the average 
loss is $77 each, or about $9 per week for 
each man. When it is remembered that the 
great mass of these men have families, and 
have to pay house-rent and buy food and 
clothing for wives and children, the pittance 
of $9 a week seems small enough, but when 
even this is withdrawn, and for eight weeks 
not one dollar is earned, the enormity of 
this loss to these 1,800 workmen is evident. 
Talk at this time as tothe justice of the 
demand and the cruelty of the refusal is, in 
the light of the result, wholly unneccessary ; 
but that result is another instance of the gen- 
eral madness and folly of all strikes. Strikes 
are no remedy for anything. Tha rule, iu- 
variably and constantly repeated in all coun- 
tries and in all trades, is, that employers will 
not advance wages when oo so entails a 
loss, or when equally numerous and satis- 
factory.workmen ean be employed for less 
than is demanded. The freight-handlers of 
New York are undoubtedly as a class indus- 
trious and faithful men, performing labo- 
rious work requiring intelligence and prompt- 
ness; nevertheless it was work in which the 
“skill **employed raising it above other labor 
consisted mainly in experience, and the hand- 
iness resulting from experience. This degree 
of skill is easily and readily acquired by any 
intelligent man in acomparatively brief time. 
The time selected for making this strike 
was an ill-advised one. The railroads had 
been for six months or more doing a reduced 
business: their gross earnings, and their net 
earnings more particularly, had been much 
leas than the previous year; and the compe- 
tition for the reduced business had lowered 
the rates of transportation below precedent, 
At this same time the country was full of 
unemployed workmen seeking work at any 
occupation. Atthe very hour when these 
men made this demand, and on its refusal or- 
dered the strike, there were from 1,000 to 
1,500 foreigners landing every day, and had 
been for months, within sight of these 
freight-houses; these strangers had fam- 
ilies and were out of money, and 
to them work and wages were an 
absolute necessity to save them from 
want and poverty. For several months there 
was not a week that there were not landed 
in New York more than 1,800 able-bodied, 
competent men, fitted to take the place of 
these striking freight-handlers. This was 
certainly no opportune occasion for a body 
of men to abandon their employment and try 
to coerce their employers into an advance of 
wages. No employer ever discharges or re- 
duces the wages of his workmen when the 
continued employment of those men is nec- 


essary or profitable. No employer refuses 


his workmen an increass of wages on a 
rising market or when there is a competition 
for labor. But to abandon work when the 
employer is not profitably engaged and when 

le labor is swarming round his doors 
clamoring for work at any wages was 

an absurd movement, and could not 
result otherwise than it did. For a 
while the volunteer labor was deterred | 
by force, violence, and threats, but eventual- | 
ly it obtained the work abandoned by the 
strikers, and at the end of eight weeks of | 
poverty and privation for themselves and 
families the striking men are now competi- 
tors with the strangers for the wages which | 
two months ago they voluntarily abandoned. 

This has been the history of strikes for 

years, and must always be. There is no 

power to fix wages, either a maximum or 

minimum. Employers will pay whatever 
wages competition will compel them to do, 

and never any more, and when labor ceases 
to be profitable then wages must decline to 
such arate as will make its employment 

profitable. Force will not compel employ- 

ers to pay wages which exclude profit and 

which are higher than the rates at which la- 
bor can be obtained, and the oft-repeated at- 

tempt to reverse this natural law by force 

must of necessity end in a present loss and 

eventual defeat to those who engage in it. 


DEMANDS OF THE IRISH CONSTABLES. 
The Royal Irish Constabulary at Limerick 
have demanded an increase of one shilling 
per day in pay, increased allowances to mar- 
ried men living out of barracks, and an 
equalization of pensions. Unless these de- 
mands are aceeded to they th reaten to hand 
in their resignations and lay down their 
arms in eight days. The disaffection is 
greatest in Munster and Connaught, where 
the constables have seen pretty severe service 
during the last two years; but itis said that 
four-fifths of the whole force in Ireland 
sympathize with the movement, and will 
follow the lead set in Limerick. There are 
about 13,000 men in the coustabulary. Four- 
fifths may be an exaggerated estimate of the 
number who are prepared to resign unless 
the increase of pay be instantly granted. 
But if so many as 5,000 should join the com- 
bination, it would greatly embarrass the Gov- 
ernment and add to the difficulties arising in 
connection with the Egyptian campaign. 
The constables resent with indignation the 
charge that they are engaged in a „Strike“ 
or that they are “disloyal” to the Queen. 
Words are not important in such a case. It 
makes no especial difference to the Govern- 
ment whether they are technically engaged 
in a “strike” or not. The effect of the com- 
2 which they are seeking to form will 
more injurious to their employers than 


| most strikes are. They ate a trained body 


of men, whose places cannot easily be sup- 
plied, Their pay and allowances have been |

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manence of their employment. The pro- 
visions for retirement which the Govern- 
ment has made were intended to renew 
the force gradually, The possibility of 
the concerted retirement of thousands of 
constables at once was not contemplated. If 
the constables should carry their threats in- 
to execution they would be guilty of a breach 
of faith exceéding anything ever Known in 
the history of strikes. The relation of the 
police to the Government that employs them 
is not merely that of servantand master. 
The obligations of loyalty and publie duty re- 
quire them to preserve the peace even at the 
cost of much personal inconvenience to them- 
selves. A sudden withdrawal! of the protection 
which society has provided for itself cannot 
be justified by a plea of insufficient wages, 
The Lrish constables have as much right as 
other men to demand higher wages and to 
send in their resignations if y do not get 
what they think they ought to Rave; but they 
have not the moral right to resign without 
due warning or in a body, and in so doing to 
expose the whole island to riot and blood- 
shed. 

It is difficult to avoid the impression that 
the constables have found this a very con- 
venient time to make their demands and en- 
force them by threats of resigning. So far 
as this may be true they are not entirely free 
from the accusation of “disloyalty.” Cer- 
tainly no sincere patriot would seek to take 
advantage of the foreign engagements of 
his country to promote his own interests by 
atour de force. If this is the Intention or 
hope of the constables they are likely to be 
disappointed. The English Government 
cannot in honor or dignity yield to demands 
made by its own pelice in such a manner, 
and if it should do so the discipline and use- 
fulness of the constabulary would be forever 
destroyed, 

The sub-constables are now paid from 12 
shillings to 17 shillings per week, and the 
constables from 17 shillings to £1 7s. 6d. 
They are furnished lodgings and clothing, 
but must provide their own food, ‘The pay 
is small, and probably insufficient. The Gov- 
ernment has already agreed to increase it, 
but not so largely as the men demand. Au 
addition of one shilling a day is from one- 
half to one-third of the present pay. The 
Government may not be disposed to grant it 
at all, and it surely will not make the ad- 
vance desired under duress. 
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MUMMIES FOR SALE. 

A novel and somewhat romantic episode in 
the Egyptian imbroglio is the proposition of 
Arabi Bey to sell the Boolak Museum in or- 
der to replenish his empty treasury. Like 
Charles Surface, he is about to put up his 
ancestors for sale, for the Boolak Museum is 
full of them—not painted efligies, but the ver- 
itable ancestors themselves, or what time has 
left of them. They are a little tanned and 
dried with age, butin the present rage for 
the antique this will put an additional value 
upon them. 

The Boolak Museum owes its origin to M. 
Mariette, the eminent French antiquary, who 
had a “ Bey added to his name by Ismail 
Pasha. When Mariette first came to Egypt 
he found all kinds of people rummaging the 
sacred soll for mummies, scurabeei, papyri, 
pottery, and other objects of “ bigotry and 
virtue.“ Temples, tombs, and even the Pyra- 
mids had been entered by the vandals, and 
Arabs with little conscience had gone into 
the business of manufacturing antiques. 
The museums of London, Paris, Berlin, and 
other cities were rapidly filled up, when 
Mariette, with the help K the Khedive, 
stopped the plundering and founded the 
Boolak Museum, to which these precious 
antiquities were removed as fast as found. 
When Mariette Bey became a blessed 
mummy himself the museum passed into the 
hands of Prof. Maspero, an [talian, assisted by 
Brugsch Bey, an Egyptianized German, who 
have so administered it that it has become a 
well-arranged synopsis of Egyptian history. 
The London Standard says of this museum: 


No one who bas only gazed in bewilderment at 
the Egyptian antiquities"’ ia European muse- 
ums can conceive what Boolak became under 
Mariette and Maspero. The student who bas 
gone through Wiikinson, Vyse, Champoilion, 
and Quatremere, will learn from the “ Musée 
Boulag do little be knew before. The spirit 
of the place is a stimulusin itself. The endless 
rows of Kings and Queens, their canopies of 
State, their gods and their domestic animals, 
their slaves and their children, their jewels and 
their wills, their correspondence—someti mes un- 
opened when death came, and unreud for 3, 
years—everytb ing that ministered to their pride. 
their pleasures, Or their superstidion—ali are 
bere, and every day was adding tothe splendid 
collection, 


It is this goodly company of his own an- 
cestors, resurrected from their long and sol- 
emn century-sleep in the subterranean The- 
ban tombs, and in lonely caverns on hill 
sides or under the ruins of temples, that 
irreverent Arabi Bey new wants to sell.

It is said 
that English antiquaries regard the museum 
with watering mouths and eager eyes, but 
how can England buy them and thus pour 
into Arabi Bey’s coffers the money with 
which he wil! be enabled to continue war 
against her, and how tun she buy of Arabi 
wittwut recognizing the authority of 
Arabi to sell, which would be tanta- 
mount to a recognition of Arabi 
as ruler of the country, since the museum is 
the property of the Government? It is prob- 
able that Arabi will tind some difficulty in 
getting purchasers, as hecan hardly give any 
title to his ancestors except that of posses- 
sion. He has them temporarily in his hands, 
butif he should be cleaned out, as he prob- 
ably will be, and the Khedive demands his 
predecessors back, upon what ground can 
the purchaser hold them, or what redress 
could he get out of Arabi, who before long 
may be a fugitive into the uttermost parts of 
the desert or equatorial Africa? And sup- 
pose that Arabi really sold to Brown, or 
Smith, or any other purchaser, how is he to 
deliver? He would be a bold party who 
would go to Egypt and attempt to takea 
museum away just at present, with England, 
France, Italy, and other bondholders after 
him, with Bedoujns rushing around for loot, 
and De Lesseps and his son Victor hurling 
their protests right and left. So far as sale 
and delivery are concerned, Arabi might as 
well sell the Sphinx and the Pyramids. 

Inasmuch as there is a good deal of sym- 
pathy with Arabi and his cause, it is a little 
hard that he cannot sell and give title to the 
Egyptian relics. There are plenty of Amer- 
ican speculators who would like to buy the 
Pyramids, fence them in, and run excursion 
tralns to them. and they would soon get their 
money back. TheSphinx would coin money 
for a good manager after being repaired, re- 
decorated, and painted up, and, as its riddle 
would be sold with it, its owner would make 
a handsome sum by charging so much for a 
guess. As to smaller and more portable 
property, he could do a wholesale business.

But this is not all. The reason why the 
Greenback party of Missouri is opposed to 
sending Mr. Dillon as Secretary of Legation 
to Mexico is that Mr. Dillon was once a 
newspaper-writer, and in that capacity in- 
dorsed a speech made by the present Senator 
Vest, in which the latter denounced univers- 
al suffrage. This was probably some old- 
time utterance directed against negro suf- 
frage. It could not have been very recent, 
for that issye has been dead even longer than 
the Greenback issue. But even admitting 
that Mr. Dillon was at one time guilty of the 
heinous offense of believing that the negroes 
were not properly prepared to exercise the 
right of voting intelligently, or that he is now 
in doubt whether itis wise to allow all men 
to vote without regard to education, charac- 
ter, property, or other qualification, is that a 
reason why Mr. Dillon is an unfit man to 
serve as Secretary of Legation at Mexico, or 
why the Greenback party of Missouri should 
rise up in arms against his appointment? 

The Secretary of Legation in American 
diplomatic practice is a mere clerk. He 
should be gentlemanly tn his appearance and 
deportment, have a considerable capacity for 
enduring bores Who drop in at the legation, 
and be able to write a fair hand and perhaps 
spell correctly. As a rule he is chosen by 
the Minister whom he accompanies for some 
personal reason, and nobody ever thinks of 
objecting to him if he satisfies his superior. 
The position is not under any circumstances 
one of great responsibility, and is less so than 
usual in the case af Mexico. It may be read- 
ily understood that if some characterless 
person were nominated to such a position by 
mistake his neighbors would take pains to 
inform the President or the Senate that he 
was unfit to serve the Government. But 
when such a nomination calls outa protest 
from a moribund political faction for such a 
reason as that assigned in Mr. Dillon’s case 
it seems only to indicate that American 
politics are running wild, and that it is high 
time to inject a little common sense into the 
system.

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NEW TORK POLITICS. 

The action taken by the Republican State 
Committee of New York last week in fixing 
the date of the convention and in other mat- 
ters was construed to be unfavorable to Mr. 
Cornell’s chances for renomination. How 
far the preferences of the committee are 
likely to influence the choice of delegates 
cannot be safely guessed at. If Gov. Cornell 
and the committee were in harmony, the re- 
sult would be very well assured; but when 
Gov. Cornell and a majority of the com- 
mittee are at variance a fierce contest seems 
to be unavoidable, and the outcome is un- 
certain. 

The position now occupied by Goy. Cornell 
is very different from that of three years ago 
when he was a candidate for the same office. 
Then he had the united support of the 
“machine” and his nomination was an easy 
matter, but the ‘‘seratchers” (the independ- 
ent and liberal Republicans who protested 
against the machine rule) were threatening, 
and subsequently proved to be as relentless 
as they pretended to be in advance of the 
nomination. This year the opposition to 
Cornell comes from the “ machine” itself. 
He has madea good Governor, which perhaps 
would be enough to gain for him the dis- 
favor of the machine politicians, but in 
addition to all that he took oecasion to 
emancipate himself from Roscoe Conkling's 
dictation, and hence the desperate fight which 
is made against him. 

The sjtuation is certainly very perplexing, 
regarded solely from a standpoint of party 
advantage. The sentiment of the Conkline- 
ites is wel! illustrated by a remark made a 
few days ago by one of Conkling’s neighbors 
and friends in Utica—a gentleman entirely 
devoted to Conkling personally and politic- 
ally—who expressed an ardent hope that 
Cornell shovld be nominated in order that 
he might be beaten. This remark shows how 
Conkling’s friends feel. Of course they will 
try to prevent Cornell’s nomination, but, 
failing in that, they will endeavor to beat 
him at the polls. 

Ordinarily such a condition of things would 
suggest the wisdum of dropping Cornell in 
favor of some other candidate who would 
not excite the antagonism of the Conkling 
faction. But Cornell himself is a power in 
New York politics, and it is not unlikely that 
he returns with interest the hatred which the 
Conklingites bear him, and that, if deprived 
of the nomination by their machinations, he 
will seek his revenge. Moreover, the warm 
support and active effort of the Conkling fac- 
tion cauuot be counted upon in behalf of 
anybody except one of their own clique, 
whose nomination would excite other and 
perhaps more formidable contention within 


_the party. It may be better, on the whole, to 


rely upon Cornell’s strength, even if the bit- 
ter opposition of the Conkling faction is to be 
apprehended, than to take up with a compro- 
mise candidate who would not command the 
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enthusiastic support of any of the factions. | 
At all events it is certain that the New York 


“machine” is no longer the harmonious and 
solid institution it was before Conkling’s 
downfall, and its dissolution, which the pres- 
ent situation foreshadows, will be a compen- 


sation for almost anything which may hap- 


pen. 

The difficulties on the Republican side are 
not so serious as they would be if the Demo- 

rats were united. The latter still have the 
Tammany fight on their hands, and are not 
prepared to take advantage of the Republic- 
an quarrels, John Kelly still demands that 
the Tammany organization be recognized as 
the Democracy of New York City. If the 
Democratic Convesiion shall yield to this 
demand the rural Democracy will refuse to 
submit; if not, John Kelly. will again make 
an open fight against those who exclude him 
and his clan. Heis not unfriendly to Oor- 


nell, and would, be able, if so disposed, to

ling could organize against Cornelk ‘The 
whole situation is complicated, but the inde- 
pendent sentiment on both sides must find a 
good deal of satisfaction in the manifold 
evidences that the bosses in both parties are 
not able to have things all theirown way. 
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THE WHEAT SETTLEMENT. 

The investigations now pending in the Ohi- 
eago Board of Trade with reference to tne 
settling prices on wheat and oats are attract- 
ing very great interest in the commercial 
world. The question is one which touches 
the pockets of many persons in this city and 
elsewhere, and possibly its answer will have 
an important bearing upon the course of 


| trading in the future. Of course there are

THE SENATE EXTRA MILEAGE. 

The action of the United States Senate 
with reference to its claim for mileage for 
the extra Session of October, 1881, does not 
reflect creditably on that honorable body. 
When the General Deficiency bill came up 
from the House the Senate Appropriations 
Committee added to it the following amend- 
ment: 


For the payment of the mileage of Senators 
who attended the special session of the Senate 
convening on the 10th day of October, 1851, by 
prociamation of the President the sum of 833. 
000, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 


The House refused to agree to this umend- 
ment. The Senate persisted in it. Three 


| separate conferences were ordered and held. 


Each time the votes of the House against 
concurring in the amendment increased. 
The Senate was finally compelled to recede 
on the last day but one of the session, and 
the bill was passed without the amendment 
by a vote of 47 to 11. 

The General Deticiency bill contained ap- 
propriations for the pay of the census clerks 
and for that of the school-teachers, male and 
female, of Washington. Many other em- 
ployés of the Government depending upon 
monthly salaries for their support were com- 
pelled to wait for the money they had 
earned until this billshould be passed. The 
persistence of the Senate in its demand for 
mileage for the extra session kept these poor 
persons out of their pay, as Mr. Pendleton 
loosely expressed it, “for one month at 
least.“ There ought to have been a great 
principle at stake to3Justify Senators in push- 
ing their own pecuniary interests at the ex- 
pense of other servants of the Government, 
not so well able as they to wait for their 
money. The aggregate loss to the salaried 
class provided for in this bill, owing to the 
shaving of their claims, was more than the 
whole mileage contended for by the Senate. 

An examination of the amendment on its 
merits does not tend to increase respect for 
its authors. Owing to the death of Presi- 
dent Garfield the Senate was called together 
in extra session Oct. 10,1881. It remained in 
session twenty days. Congress convened in 
regular session the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. Anintervalof a month only ocgurred 


between the adjournment of the special ses- 


sion and the beginning of the regular ses- 
sion. Senators who lived at a distance proba- 
bly did not go home. Washington isa de- 
lightful place in November. It was no hard- 


ship for any Senator to pass that month in 


the city. 

Each Senator and Representative is paid a 
mileage of 20 cents for each regular session, 
going and returning. This is about four 
times the actual cost of the journey, on the 
extreme supposition that Senators and Rep- 
resentatives pay for railroad transportation. 
But nine-tenths of them travel on free passes. 
An Oregon Senator who pays no railroad 
fare can pocket $3,000 for his expenses to 
and from Washington. Theaverage mileage 
of the Senators, as shown by the profosed 
appropriation, is $450, This sum would be 
sufficient to cover the necessary expenses of 
four journeys to and from the Capital by 
each Senator every year. Yet the Senate in- 
sisted on doubling it on account of the extra 
session, and kept the clerks and school- 
teachers out of their pay for months rather 
than relinquish the claim. 

From any point of view the Senate amend- 
ment was a petty piece of business. It was 
most vociferously pressed by the Democratic 
Senators from Oregon and Missouri, and 
Senator Bayard, of Delaware, who, with the 
instincts of a demagog, seeks at every turn 
to curry favor with his party-associates in 
the Senate. Mileage of 20 cents is a grab of 
itself. It is astounding that anybody should 
attempt to double it on so slight a pretext as 
that afforded in the special session. “Happily 
the House took a proper view of the proceed- 
ing, and rebuked it by three successive votes, 
each of the two last being larger than its pre- 
decessor. It will be a boon to the country if 
one session of Congress shall pass without 
an attempt on the part of the Senate of the 
United States to increase its own pay, per- 
quisits, or privileges. 
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Rumors of plots and counterplots among 
the European Powers are given in the cable 
dispatches. It is said that Russia, whose pe- 
culiar position in the Constantinople Confer- 
ence has been the cause of uneasiness and 
distrust, has for the past few weeks been en- 
gaged in warlike preparations on a huge 
scale, and has massed in the Caucasus a well- 
equipped army of 200,000 men in readiness to 
swoop down on the Bosphorus and seize any 
advantage that might offer. To a knowledge 
by England of Russia’s sinister purposes is 
ascribed the former’s delay in forwarding an 
army to Egypt. Germany is understood to 
be in close accord with England on the 
Egyptian question, and to have rendered 
moral support to England, the condition

AN exeeedingly interesting commercial ex- 
periment is to be made in England, which, if 
successful, will transterm the island city of 
Manchester into a seaport, so that vessels iu- 
stead of baving to unload at Liverpool can sail 
up to Manebester and unload at its wharves. 
This transformation is to be accomplished by 
means of a caval, or in reality the deepening of 
a river so as to admit the tide. The river is che 
Irwell, asmall, unclednly stream, which flows 
through Manchester to the Mersey, seven miles 
below Liverpool, thirty-seven miles in length. 
The work is estimated to cost about $50,000,000, 
and detailed estimates and surveys are to be 
made at once. The London Times says: “Once 
this is accomplished—and the whole affair is 
simply a question of money and a little straight- 
ening bere and there—the American cotton 
ships with their forty millions of freigbt, and 
the return vessels with manufactured goods to 
alike amount, may come and go without bin- 
drance.” The people of Liverpool, it is said, are 
growing alarmed at the prospect of becoming 
deserted. In this same connection it is worth 
noting that Paris also has remembered that she 
is un inland city and is contemplating a scheme 
to dredge the Seine deep enough to allow ves- 
sels drawing twenty-three feet of water to as- 
cend to the city.

of the code cannot apply to ale, wine, and beer. 
The proviso in that section which exempted ale, 
wine, and beer from its operation being annulled 
by the amendment. the section, therefore, can- 
not now apply to those liquors, because they 
were not prohibited. The amendment may take 
from a statute, but it cannot enlarge the powers 
of astatute. What the seller might lawfully do 
before under or without a license, he can still do, 
though unlawfdilly, because there are no statu- 
tory penalties to punish the unlawfulact. Ad- 
ditional legislation is, therefore, necessary to 
enforce the amendment as to the sale of ale, 
wine, and beer.

Loxpox, Aug. &—The Daily Nows says: 
“Of the many rumors current concerning 
the intentions of the Lords, only one ap- 
parently is supported by fact. It is, that a

a tenant for relief provided by the bill is too 
stringent.

Unrequited Love Terminates in a 
Terrible Tragedy. 


Diedrich Peters Shoots the Object 
of His Dearest Hopes, : 


And Then Blows His Brains Out with 
Another Revolver. 


A Young Lady Friend of the Victim Ro- 
ceives Oae of the Bullets.

a Diedrich Peters, a lovesick and despondent 
German cigarmaker, made a deadly assault 
upon his former sweetheart, Frieda Kreike- 
weler, last night, shooting her three times, 
wounding her companion, Frances Maus, 
unintentionally perhaps, and then put an 
end to bis earthly career by sending a bullet 
into his own head. 

The affair occurred on Wentworth avenue 
between Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh 
streets, all the parties concerned living within 
a block of each other. At ten minutes to 10 
o’clock laat night a cigarmaker named Fred 
Mardi, who was standing in front of a barber 
shop at No, 2616 Wentworth avenue, was ap- 
proached by Peters, whom be knew by 
sight, and the usual greetings were 
exchanged. Before a conversation could be 
entered upon, however, Peters caught sight 
of Miss Kreikemeier, who was standing lu 
fron. of No, 20 Wentworth avenue, 
chatting with her friend, Miss Maus, 
who resides there, and started toward 
them. Whena short distance away from 
them he suddenly brodueed a pair of revol- 
vers and began firing them rapidly at Miss 
Kreikemeier. At the first shet she dodged, 
and Miss Maus, with a ery of pain, 
fei to the sidewalk. Compreheuding 
that Peters was shooting at 1 
Kreikemeer turned and ran south toward 
l'wenty-seventh street, followed closely: b 
him. Just before reaching Twenty-seventh 
strvet she leaped from the sidewalk to 
the street, and as she did so Peters fired 
again. She fell, but before he was upon her 
she gained her feet and started across the 
street. Ilere he fired shot, 
and as she was

Eindecker’s saloon, on the cor 
ner of Twenty-seventh street. Seeing 
that the young woman was out of his reach, 
he threw away one of the revolvers which 
was now empty, and, probably fearing pur- 
suit, started on a run east on Twenty 
seventh street. A few people who had 
kept their wits about them followed him up 
with the intention of arresting him, he 
evidently understood what he had done and 
what his punishwent would be in case he was 
captured. Ius wind was quickly made up, 
and just befere reaching we alley between 
Wentworth avenue and Arnold street he 
crossed to the north side of the street, gained 
the sidewalk, placed the muzzle of his re- 
inaining revoiver to his right temple, and

Ile was a corpse when bis pursners came 
uptohim. The Iwenty-second patrol-wag- 
on reached the scene just after Peters fired 
the shot that killed himself, and the body 
was loaded inte the wagon and it was removed 
to the morgue. In the pockets were a watch 
and chain, sume small change, and 3100 in 
bills. These effects were taken care of by 
the officers. 

The shooting attracted 
crowd of people, and the chances 
are that ha not Peters ended 
his own existence the crowd would have 
taken the matter out of his hands and + pe 
him up to the nearest lamp-post. r. Mardi, 
with whom Peters spoke before beginumg 
the shooting, followed him 24 as he 
approached the oung ladies and 
was close enoug behind him to 
catch Miss Maus as she fell.

mon a physician, met a party of men Dearing 
Miss Kreikemeier to her home oun 
the second floor of No. 2610 Went- 
worth avenue. The latter young 
lady was obviously the most severely 
wounded of the two, and she was the recip?- 
ent of the attention vf the first surgeon who 
appeared. A TRIBUNE reporter arrived on 
the scene shortly after the ductors. had ar- 
rived, and saw Dr. A. 8. Mansell, who was 
attending Miss Kreixemeir. He said her 
conditiwn was critical and that she 
must not be disturbed by an interview, She 
had received three shots, he Said, the most 
serious having entered the back under the 
shoulder-blade and lodged under the right 
nipple in front. Another shot had entered 
the left side of the neck, and ranging 
downward was beyond the reach of his 
probe, The third wound was slight, being 
simply a flesh wound on the right side, the 
ball having struck a rib and glanced off, 

Miss Maus, who was sven by the reporter, 
was lying in bed with her head bandaged, a 
ball having struck the cheek-bone on the 
right side and ranged upward, lodging under 
the scalp on the top of her head. She could 
not say much in regard to the shooting be- 
yond the fact that she had only seen Peters 
once before, and she did vot think he 
meant to shoot her. She acknowledged that 
Peters had at one tlue kept company with 
Miss Kreikemeler, and that they had had a 
fallimg out, of the nature of which she knew 
nothing. She is 16 years of age, @ rather 
pretty girl, and the daughter of respectable 
parents. 

Upon the second floor of No, 2558 Went- 
worth avenue, Which is occupied by Henry 
Kremer, the reporter found the room for- 
merly vecupied by Peters, but the people 
there could say little of him beyoud assert-

The markets were very much excited yes- 
terday; generally strong at the outset, and 
then turned down towards noon, bearing 
very heavily in the last hours of the session. 
The feeling at the outset seemed to depend 
mostly upon the weather. The skies were 
clouded, there had been rain here the pre- 
ceding night, and it was overcast in the 
southwest, the only clear skies reported be- 
ing in the far Northwest, which section is 
not furnishing any grain to this market at 
present.

But when oats wea ened 
and corn was quoted lower the men who had 
been sustaining lard turned round and 
came free sellers, which brought out hold- 
ings of other product, and there was soon a 
good deal more on sale than there were buy- 
ers for. The trading in provisions was alto- 
gether speculative, there being not a single 
spot transaction reported in anything on the 


ard. 

The Board of Real-Estate Managers met at 
the office of Mr. Bensley last evening, and 
considered the bids for the masonry and cut- 
stone work of the new Board of Trade build- 
ing. No award was made, and the contracts 
will probably not be let for 4 week or two. 

It is reported that Rufus Hatch, of New 
York. is interested in the manipulation of 
the corn market—that he controls e all 
of that cereal now in Chicago, as well as 
about all of the corn in sight throughout the 
country—some 6,000,000 bushels. A broker 
is said to have stated yesterday that the 
squeeze would probably come this month, 
and that petore the new crop came in the 
corn would cost as much as wheat.

A FOUL MURDER. 


The Body of a Woman Found ina Ra- 
vine in Richland County, Wisconsin, 
with the Skull Crushed In.

GALENA, LIL, Aug. 8.—The people of Rich- 
land County, Wisconsin, are greatly excited 
over the recent finding in a cornfield, near 
the Village of Excelsior, of the dead body of 

Mrs. Driscoll, a well-known resident of that 

place. The top of her head was crushed in 

by a club, the back part cut away by some 
sharp instrument, and the lower right jaw- 
bone dislocated. The killing is shrouded in 
mystery, as much so as the murder of Mrs. 
Sisley in Grant County some few weeks ago. 
Evidence goes to show that she had started 


for home, or had left the field in which she 
had been working for some purpose. 
The first place where she was attacked 


was but a few rods from the corn- 
field. It seems that after the 
murder had been committed, she was 


dragged but a short distance and put in a 
hole three feet deep, where a tree had blown 
down and tore up the ground with its roots. 
The body had been covered up with decayed | 
chunks and sticks—this being about tworods 
from the road leading from the field. After- 
wards the body was removed a distance of 
fitty yards, into a deep ravine, where the 
water had washed out a hole about four feet 
22 The trail lead from the first place 
to this was distinct and looked as though the 
body had been d by the feet. She was 
covered with chunks and stones, some be 

80 large that a man could hardly lift them. 
Saturday morning a club was found four 
feet long and two inches in diameter covered 
with blood—the one with which the murder 
was done. There is nothing thus far that 
throws light on the terrible mystery.

Rumored Acquisition by Jay Gould of 
the Mobile & Ohio Rulilroad. 

If all the rumors circulated lately regard- 
ing new acquisitions by the Wabash be true, 
that road would soon be the most extensive 
in the world. Only a few days ago it was 
rumored that Jay Gould had about secured 
control of the Canada Southern, to give the 
Wabash an independent outlet from Toledo 
and Detroit to Buffalo, and also that the Del- 
aware, Lackawanna & Western was about 
to fall into his hands to give the Wabash an 
extension from Buffalo to New York. ~ 

Now comes the Cincinnati Enquirer and 
gives currency to another rumor that Jay 
Gould would soon have within his grasp the 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad, to‘give the Wabash 
an outlet to Mobile and New Orleans. The 
Enquier says: 

There is talk in the South of the possibility 
of the Mobile & Ohio Road passing under the 
control of * Gould, and being woven into the 
Wubashb, St. is & Pacific system. It may 
seem Bt to those who are not particularly 
familiar with the geography of the Southern 
railroad system that Mr. Gould should waut an- 
other line to the South in connection or seem- 
ingiy in opposidon to that portion of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system penetrating the South and 
terminating at New Orleans. Mr. Gould, as the 
world well knows, has ambition to add to hig 
system all the lines that would possibly be of 
benefit to the different lines be now controls. 
The southern termiuus of the Wabash system 
is now at Cairo, lil. The St. Louis & Iron 
Mountain Road, which is a part of the Missouri 
Pacific system, also has a branch terminating 
at that int. {ff it be true that Mr. 
Gould bas designs on the Mobile & Ohio (and 
there can be but little doubt as to the truth of 
the report) it is quite apparent there is method 
in his design to extend the great Wabash system 
through the cottou-flelds of the South and on to 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

The country through which the Mobile & Ohio 
Road passes is, perhaps. the richest cotton 
growing territory in all the Southern States east 
of the Mississippi River. The road until within 
the past year bas always done a thriving and 
prosperous business. The earnings of the road 
for the past year have by no meuus been ade- 
quate to pay interest on the boaded indebted- 
ness and the operating expenses. In fact, the 
Directors were put to the necessity not long 
— se borrowing money with which to pay the 

eficit. 

The stock, as will be seen by the daily stock 
report, bas suffered almost an unparaileled de- 
cline within the past twelve months, although 
a small rise has been shown within the past sixty 
days. 

The road, if purchased by Mr. Gould, will be 
one of the most valuable extensions that could 
possibly be added to the Wabash system. It is 
understood, and to all appearances well aythen- 
ticated, that the road, after passing into the con- 
trol of the Wabash system, will be extended to 
New Qrieans, thus leaving Mobile — little 
way station. With this purchase, and the com- 

ietion of the Iron Mountain extension, from 
‘orest City, Ark., to Alexandria, La., connect- 
ing at that point with the Texas and Pacitic, 
it would give to Mr. Gould two lines to the 
Mecca of the South—one on the east and the 
other on the western side of the Mississippi 
River. If the Mobile & Ohio has been able to 
eke out an existence by being an independent 
corporation there can be no question but what 
it could be made more valuable by being made 
apart of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific sys- 
tem. 

It would seem, from the advantage taken by 
competitive roads in the absorption of territory, 
that the time bad come for the Mobile & Ohio to 
do something in order to hold its own in the con- 
test for seif-preservation and struggie for su- 
premacy. There is every indication to warrant 
the belief that the transfer will soon be made, 
and at an early date the Wabash system will be 
extended to the magnolia groves upon the Gulf 
coast. 


Discouraging Remarks About the

The Cleveland Leader has the following re- 
garding ne NieckerPlated“ Road:

only 4 are old); 38 cars Nos. 1 and 2rye, 7 cars 
low grade do. Total (480 cars) 250.000 bu. In- 
spected out: 140,179 bu winter wheat, 5,000 du 
spring, 84,825 bu corn, 15,017 bu oats, 6,274 bu rye. 

The leading produce markets were active yea- 
terday and very irregular. The early feeling 
was a firm one all round, and oats were excited 
under a vigorous demand to fill August shorts. 
The small receip's of grain causea a firm tone 
in ali departments, especially as the weather was 
understood to be inclining to rain cvery- 
where except in the Northwest, which is pre- 
cisely the section from which we do not expect 
receipts for the present. But along towards 
noon the oats shorts bad got through, there was 
a cooling breeze from the north west, which some 
people interpreted asa sign of clearing weather, 
and some private cables noted an easier feeliug 
in wheat in Liverpool. This brought out sellers 
in force. The August and September longs 
wanted to realize, and did so to the utmost of 
their ability, in grain and provisions. 
The point was that better weather wiil 
bring out Increased receipts, the effect of which 
will probably be to depress prices. We note 
that there was a smaller export demand tor 
wheat, and that the August shorts on oats ap- 
peared to have about gut through. Mess pork 
closed 10c higher, at $21.12% bid seller August 
and $21.25@21.27% tor October.

Jobbers 
of groceries were fairly busy. Prices were with- 
out noteworthy change, averaging steady, 
Dried fruits were quoted as before, Domestics 
wore unsettled and some lines of foreign dried 


were weak. Fish were firm under small stocks 


and a fait demand. No changes took place in 
prices of dairy products, the movement continu- 
ing fair at easy prices. Bagging was firm. Coal 
and pig - iruu were in fair request at unchanged 
prices. 

In green fruits, blackberries were plenty (7,000 
cases from Michigan) and soldat $1.00@1.% per 
16- t case. This fruit was generally in excel- 
lent condition, Michigan peacbes were in lib- 
eral supply and sold at 25@40e per basket. Our- 
rent receipts are mostly of the bard catly va- 
riety. Southern peaches are generally out of 
condition, and not wanted at any price, Apples 
uvebanged. Rags were steady at lbb per 
doz. A steady dewand for hops ts reported, 
prices still ruling high. In bides, grease, and 
tallow there are no new features, a slow trade 
being reported iu each instance.

Poor 
rule that won't work both ways.

STEAM-YACHTS.

DOWN THE ST. LAWRENCE. 

The trip down the St. Lawrence is the

ican—which naturally leads toa good deal 
of rivalry. There ought not to be any ri- 
valry, however, for the greatest objection to 
the trip is that the boats are overcrowded in 
the season of travel, which reduces consider- 
ably the comforts and enjoyment of the 
day’s sail down. the river. The American 
line runs “ day steamers — thut is, the cab- 


‘ins are not filled with staterooms—and per- 


haps is algo entitled to some preference be- 
cause it was the first tointroduge some of the 
American essentials to travel, such as dail 
boats on the American shore, through 
checks, etc. Itconnects at Ciayton with a 
steamboat-train which is run from Niagara 
Falls by the Canada Southern—thus 
enabling Western tourists to take in 
both Niagara and the Thousand Islands. But 
the tourist who merely passes through the 
Thousand Islands on hus way gown the river, 
without stopping over, loses the chief attrac- 
tion of the trip. 
SHOOTING THE RAPIDS. 

The sail to Montreal occupies the entire 
day, and is a pleasant one, barring the an- 
noyances incident to the “ excursions”’ 
which are apt to infest the steamer, and the 
sense of insecurity which comes from over- 
crowding when an exeursion-party is on 
board. But the sensation of the tripis shooting 
the rapids, which occurs three or four times 
at intervals. The effect is about the same as 
that of a heavy sea on an ocean-voyage, but 
is more impressive, because the steamer sud- 
dently emerges from placid into turbulent 
waters. The passage of falls over a 
rocky bottom is certainly exhilarating to 
those who are net burdened with an appre- 
hension of danger, which really does not 
exist under good management. The 
most exciting experience is in 
the Lachine Rapids, which are 
＋ above Montreal. Here an Indian pilot 
S taken on—an episode which enhances the 
effect. Buthis presence is not altogether 
for show, as the passage of these rapids is 
throagh a narrow channel between huge and 
irregular rocks on both sides; and it is not 
at all unreasonable to suppose that pilots 
who inhabit the Indian village on the shore, 


and have had a daily experience with the 


rapids during many years, can give a better 
assurance of safe conduct than any other 
pilot can offer. 

TRAVELING IN CANADA. 

The approach to Montreal under the Vic- 
toria Bridge. and along the famous docks, 
with Mont Royal towering up back of the 
city. is certainly impressive. Once landed, 
however, there are many evidences of Cana- 
dian methods—always slow, but not always 
sure—Which considerably abate the enjoy- 
ment of the situation. A sojourn at 
the Windsor Hotel, it is true, affords 
all the comfort and all the elegance of the 
metropolitan caravansaries of the great 
American cities, but that is the exception. 
No one can pass from Canadian to United 
States territory, or vice versa, without being 
impressed with the incongruity of custon- 
houses along the border. The officials on 
both sides make travelers as little trouble as 
possible, but the act of inspection, however 
considerately it may be conducted, is irxitat- 
ing to the Awerican, who feels that, in 
personal and trade relations at least, there 
should be no evidences of distinet national 
ity. If the members of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment and the members of the United States 
Congress, with their respective families, 
could be made to pass back and forward be- 
tween the two countries once or twice a 
year, and be subjected to strict custom-house 
rezulations, the project for a Zollverein, or 
some system of reciprocity, would be aided 
materially. Legislators are frequently intiu- 
enced more by poet annoyance than by 
the principles of political economy. An 
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COMMON PRIME MERIDIAN. 


The Proposal to Establish a Universal 
System of Standard Time. 
New York Moria. 

The views of the six American members 
of the committee appointed by the Associa- 
tion for the Reform and Codilication of the 
Law of Nations to devise a universal sys- 
tem of standard time have just been issued 
in a small pamphiet. The opinions of the 
American members on this subject very 
nearly coincide with the opinions of other 
members of different nationality. The need 
ofa uniform system for the regulation of 
time throughout the world and the incor> 
venience and confusion resulting from its 
non-observance has been frequently demon- 
strated by scientists. There is a prospect, 
therefore, that a prompt response will be 
made to the invitation to send delegates to 
an international convention to deal with 
the question and to be held in Wash- 
ington, which the President has, by a joint 
resolution just signed by him, been author- 
ized to extend to foreign nations. The fol- 
lowing are the terms of the resolutions pro- 
posing a uniform system of time-reckoning 
which have been approved by Messrs. F. A. 
P. Barnard, Charles A, Peabody, David Dud- 
ley Field, Vincenzo Botta, George W. Cal- 
lum, and Charles II. Baldwin, the American 
members of the committee: 

WHEREAS, Since the creation of a vast sys- 
tem of artiticial lines of rapid transit and telv- 
graphic commu nication, extending through wide 
diflerences oi longitude upon both continents, 
great confusion in timo-reckoum bas arisen in 
consequence of the use, througbout the same 
districts of country, of the differing times of 
many local weridiuns; and 

WHEREAS, The sctual time in use at any place 


is generally arbitrary and at variance, often b 


many minutes, with the true local time of suc 
piace; and 
WHEREAS, Such differences between true and 
arbitrary time are in no way practically disad- 
vantageuus iu the affairs of life, when univers- 
oy understood and observed; and 
HBEKEAS, It is practicabie, by referring the 
times of all places on the globe toa limited num- 
ber of m lane suitably chosen, to create a 
time system for the world soe neariy uniform 
that the minute and the second shail be every- 
where the same, and the times of pluces widely 
differing in longitude shall differ ouly, by entire 
hours—a systcm of great simplicity, and likely 
to be conducive to the convenience of all man- 
kind; theretore 
Resolved, Toat this association approves and 
recommends to the favorable consideration of 
the Governments of all nations, as well as to all 
scientific associations, chambers of commcrve, 
boards of trade, and telegraphic and transporta- 
compacies, a time system for the world, 
founded on the following principles:

A Begular Famine—Price Last Spring 
20 Cents, Now 50 te 55-Prediction 
that 1882s Will Reach 80 Cents Wün- 
in a Year. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Manrrowoc, Wis., Aug. 7.—Your readers 
probably pass over the hop questions” and 
give them little heed; but do they know that 
there is no article in the produce list so act- 
ive in its habits as this articie of hops? Well 
named—always hopping—a veritable Irish- 
mau’s flea. Think of it! Hops going a-beg- 
ging in April jast at 20 cents; now active at 
50, and selling at retail up to 55, with proba- 
bilities of 60, and possibilities of 75—the same 
price that hops sold for in the summer of 
i872. Old hops, that holders gladly sold this 
spring at two to three cents a pound, are now 
bringing 22 to 25 cents; and not five bales to 
be had at that in any market in the West. 
The supply is practically exhausted the 
world over. And the cause of this? A cor- 
ner? No. What then? 

Why, an exhaustion of the supply. Never 
in the history of the trade such small stocks 
—followed by the greatest failure of the crop 
ever known in England. The latter is a set- 
tled fact. A country consuming 500,000 bales, 
and producing 30,000, . 

In "1876 the price of German hops actually 
reached the enormous figures of $1.50 per 
pound. This was exceptional for fine quali- 
ty: but very ordinary old hops fetched 90 
cents per pound. This country at the same 
time had immense stocks of old hops. and a 
large surplus of the 1876 crop: yet the Ger- 
mans were so wedded to their own hops that 
they eschewed ours at any price. 

There are no old stocks in Germany at the 
present date—none in England—none any- 
where on the globe. Brewers never carried 
so small a surplus. For months dealers have 
eagerly bored“ them for each and every 
bale they could spare, and were buyers in 
stead of sellers. Garrets, barfis, lofts—every 

lace Was ransacked for hops. No matter 

— old, how poor, how musty the hops— 
eager purchasers for ail. Hops heated and 
considered worthiess for years have sold at 
$30 per bale. Hops known to be ten years 
old - eee $30 per bale, and these are con- 
sumed. 

It is said Calitornia may exceed the 1881 
production by 6,000 bales, but New York, by 
the most moderate and conservative esti- 
mates, is placed 
than 18sl, or 
with vermin increasing in many sections, 
alarm already spreading. Wisconsin may do 
as well as last year on a less acreage; but the 
yards in large sections are 9 with 
vermin, and at this writing the outlook is 
most threatening. I have mentioned En- 
gland already; there is a total and complete 
ruin there. Germany and Belgium alone re- 
main. In the latter country many sections 
have gone into the black blight—an irrepar- 
able ruin. The dealers in hops have Ger- 
many alone to fall back upon, and Eastern 
speculators are spread reports of an im- 
mense crop there, which is an old dodge. 
Eastern dealers stated in August of last year 
that 1881 would goto 15 cents in October. 
How true the prophecy! They went to 50 
30 cents instead. The German hops fetched 
35@40 cents all this season through, with at 
least 200,000 bales more in the world than 1 
thiuk will be the case on this crop. 

Even the conservative Brewers’ Journal, 
of New York City, prophesies “that under 
no contingencies now possible can we have 
anything but 8 rices. And the few 

rowers who yet hold a few 188ls in New 

“ork have just refused 50 cents for them and 
are looking for 60 cents, and some hardly 
know what to ask. 

In 1867 hops fetched 75 to 80 cents in this 
country. In July, 1872, 200 bales were sold 
toa prominent Chicago brewer for 75 cents 
per pound. In the early winter of 187)-’4 
and 1874-5 hops sold for 55 cents per pound, 
and now, with the greatest shortage ever 
known, hops of the crop of 18883 should fetch 
7 cents per pound, if net more. And this 
price will give the brewers the long-sought- 
pos opportunity to advance the price of beer, 
which has loug been sold for at least $1 to $2 
less than it can profitably be produced for. 
The cold spring and summer of 188 
haye cut short the consumption of 
American hops this season at 
least 15,000 bales: while an average season 
next year will require not only this addi- 
tional 15,000 bales, but, figuring on the annual 
increase of consumption, 8,000 to 10,000 bales 
more. The growers perceive the situation: 
and time and patience now will work out 
their salvation and make up for many un- 
favorable and ruinous years. 

Wisconsin at best can do little to avert the 
impending hop-famine. ‘The entire State 
production for twoor three years has aver- 
aged some 5,000 to 6,000 bales, with more 
than that amount of old hops lymg around. 
Now the State is swept clean of hops, the 
average reduced from one year ago, and the 

resent prospect doubtful in a large section. 
zrewers propose to buy from hand to mouth 
this season; but, with an utter extinguish- 
ment of old stocks (unparalleled by all ad- 
missions), and an actual shortage of supply, 
this policy willonly lead to the inevitable 
goail—enormous and unprecedented prices. 

It may prove the wisest course, however; 

but we shall see 80 cents a pound on 828 

before the 1883 crop—that 8 surely.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


The Work of the Cattle Commission. 
New York Tribune, Aud 6. 

The New York State Cattle Commission re- 
moved recently from No. 20 Fulton street, 
Brooklyn, to No. 169 Chambers street, this 
city. Augustus Denniston, the State Agent, 
in speaking of the work of the commission 
during the last year, said: “ The eommission 
came into existence on Feb. 12%, 1879, by the 
appointment of Gen. M. R. Patrick as State 
Agent by Gov. Robinson. Then pleuro-pneu- 
monia was epidemic in the State, especially 
on Long Island. By direction of the commis- 
sion many entire herds of cattle were de- 
stroyed, and in many places the plague was 
entirely stamped out. Up to the present 
time 1,500 catti@have been officially killed, 
of which 700 or 800 were in the 
vicinity of Blissviile, L. L During the 
last year there have been very few cases of 
pleuro-pneumonia, and most of those were 
sporadic, In March the disease broke out in 
the herd of A. S. Baldwin, Patterson, Put- 
nam County, and it was necessary to kill 
twenty-six of his cows, four or five having 
already died. It was thought thatthe dis- 
ease Was breaking out in Delaware County, 
but upon careful investigation by the veter- 
inary surgeons they deciared that there were 
no traces of it. About the only places you 
will tind genuine cases of pleuro-phneumonia 
at present are in New York City, Long Isl- 
and City, and the suburbs of Brooklyn, and 
nowhere is it at all epidemic, The custom 
among the dairymen around New York is, 
the instant a cow refuses her food, to rush 
her off to the butchers and sell her for 
slaugitering, for fear she may develop 
pleuro-pneumonia or some other disease. 

“Is not this a very pernicious habit?“ 

“Well, no. I think, all things considered, 
it is probably best. Pleuro-pneumonia is a 
lung disease, and either in its first stages or 
after it has passed into the chronic state, it 
causes no bad effects in the meat. It is only 
in its acute form, when it causes great fever- 
ishness in the cow, that the meat should not 
be used. I have known cases where a por- 
tion of the lung of a cow, having been de- 
stroyed by pleuro-pneumonia, and having 
become encysted, has remained this way for 
years until she was slaughtered for her 
meat. In some cases cows with this disease 
become larger and fatten up in good shape 
for killing. We have to use great caution in 
hunting for pleuro-pneumonia, as the stock- 
raisers, of all things, do not want it known 
that there has been a case on their farm, as 
it would ruin their business. And also when 
we finda case it is our general custom to 
destroy the entire herd, and put the farm 
and all its buildings under severe quaran- 
tine. This is not relished by the farmer; so 
if he thinks he has a cow with the disease ne 
kills her as quietly as possible. At first we 
hada large corps of veterinary surgeons, 
but now we only employ one as he is needed. 

“Gov. Cornell said in his last message: 
‘While the cattle disease known as pleuro- 

neumonia, which formerly menaced v 
armers in this State, is not entirely eradt- 
eated, it has been confined to a limited area, 
and seems to be gradually a oe gto 
The Governor may well say gradually, as it 
seems almost impossible to entirely eradicate 
the disease, although it was done on the 
Montauk Range, in Suffolk County, where 
> one me it showed itself in its worst 
orm. 

An appropriation for the commission of 
$50,000 was made by the Legislature in the 
spring of 1881, and it has not yet been ex- 
hausted,
